My Cookery News Notes

SUGGESTIONS ‘OR 
MIDNIGHT SNACKS, 

Quickly cooked meats and left-over 
meats have the necessary pre-requi- 
sites for the midpight snack. After 
the show or dance we are always 
ready to eat and the festive spirit 
seems to enhance the food. ven 
those who feel that the late cup of cof- 
fee and sandwich keeps them awake, 
will leave feeling it a worth-while 
sacrifice when the food is above re- 
proach. And when this is true your 
reputation as a hostess is made. 

The quickly cooked meats such as 
sausage anf bacon fit both the needs 
of the occasion and the necessary 
economy of most of our family budg- 
ets. And just because they are eco- 
nomical is no indication that they are 
not delicious. 


The odor of broiling bacon is enough 
to make any one’s mouth water re- 
gardless of the hour. So why not ac- 
company the traditional after-theater 
cup of coffee with a broiled bacon, 
cheese and tomato sandwich. You 
will find it not only popular with your 
guests but also with yourself because 
all the ingredients are staples reposing 
on the shelves of your refrigerator for 
just this kind of an impromptu party. 
Bacon, Cheese and Tomato Sandwich, 

Toast slices of bread on both sides. 
On each slice place slices of fresh 
tomato and cover with slices of cheese. 
Completely cover with strips of bacon 
that have been cut in half crosswise. 
Place under a hot broiler and cook 
until the bacon is crisp and brown. 

The bacon fat drips down into the 
soft melting cheese and the tomatoes 
and gives the sandwich that delicious 
smoky flavor that only bacon can 


give, 

Serve piping hot with coffee. 

Of course if you have entertained in 
this manner once or twice you may 
have established a reputation for mid- 
night food and will welcome another 
suggestion or two. Try scrambled eggs 
and sausages for variety. This is par- 
ticularly nice for the evenings when 
you ‘like something hot. 


Recipe for Scrambled Eggs and 
Sausages. 


. Brown small link sausages, cover 
and cook until done. Blend eggs, add- 
ing 1 teaspoon of milk for each egg, 
and season with salt and _ pepper. 
Scramble in hot fat. Pile eggs on a 
hot plate and surround with sausages. 
Serve immediately. 

I like to serve this with toasted 
rolls or hot biscuits. I sometimes 
think that we avoid hot biscuits at 
this time because we think they are a 
great deal of trouble at the last min- 
ute. But really they are one of our 
best bets because they can be made 
and cut ready to bake before leaving 
home. 

Baking Powder Biscuits. 


3 cups flour 

1 to 1 1-2 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoons baking powder 

3 to 6 tablespoons lard 

1 cup milk 

Sift dry ingredients. Work shorten- 
ing into flour with fingers, fork or 
pastry blender until like very coarse 
cornmeal. Add liquid all at once and 
stir quickly with a fork until mixture 
thickens and forms a _ ball on fork. 
Place dough on a lightly floured board 
and knead lightly if desired. Roll or 
pat out one-half to 1 inch in thickness. 
If a fine grain is desired, knead for 
about one-half minute, or about 20 to 
30 times. Cut with floured cutter, and 
place biscuits on a baking pan. 

Place in refrigerator until ready ‘o 
bake. Bake at 425 to 450 degrees Fah- 
renheit for 10 to 15 minutes depend- 
ing on the size. 

If you once get the habit of making 
biscuits in this way, I believe you will 
be serving them often at your regular 
meals because we all admit that hot 
bread makes even the most meager 
meal attractive. 

Lard is the perfect shortening to be 
used in these biscuits that are allowed 
to stand in the refrigerator before 
baking. Because not only does it give 
us the most palatable biscuits when 
using the standard method of proce- 
dure but due to its plastic character- 
istics the biscuit retains its flakiness 
even though it stands a number of 
hours after the liquid is added.

The man who named it “high blood pressure’ deserves no thanks 
from the old people who have it. That description of their malady makes 


But the pressure of their blood hasn’t increased. Their arteries have 


hardened ‘and lost elasticity. And the figure called their blood pressure 
merely tells the pressure of air required to stop the blood’s circulation. 

It is arrived at by wrapping a rubber tube around the arm, pump- 
ing air in the tube to increase its pressure, and noting the point at 
which the circulation stops. If it takes heavy pressure to choke the 
arteries, they are getting pretty stiff and a little strain will break them. 

That isn’t scientific, but it gives the general idea and will serve to 
illustrate a suggestion to prolong the lives of the old folks.

discovered that a diabetic 


patient, whose feet were almost lifeless and ready for amputation, could 
ski with the best of them when taken to the mountain tops. In the 
higher altitude his feet came back to life. 

Luck had shown the doctor a fact long overlooked. The pressure of 
air at sea level is 15 pounds to the square inch—150 pounds in the 
palm of your hand. It is enough to keep the blood from circulating in 


little vessels near the skin. 


But in the thin air of the mountains, the pressure is so light that 
Surface vessels carry a larger share of the circulation and give the 
others a rest. Now the doctor is saving doomed feet by means of a 
vacuum box that artificially reduces air pressure.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Feb. 7.—(/)

70 AIR OVERTURE 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.—(4)}—Upon his 
own shoulders Adolf Hitler has taken 
the responsibility of replying to the 
Anglo-French proposals for an inclu- 
sive European security agreement. 

So vital does the fuehrer consider 
Germany's answer, it became known 
tonight, that he has gone into monk- 
like retreat to ponder his decision. 

Taking the matter entirely out of 
the hands of the foreign office, he 
has ordered all documents concerning 
arms for years back placed on his 
desk. 

It is said he intends to study the 
armaments problem from beginning to 
end before replying to London and 
Paris—which have jointly proposed an 
air alliance for the western Evfropean 
Locarno signatories, Germany’s return 
to Geneva, the reich’s adherence to 
France’s Eastern Locarno and invali- 
dation of most of the armaments 
clauses of the Versailles treaty apply- 
ing to Germany. 

Hitler’s first step was to cancel all 
his engagements for the next 10 days, 
except some which fall to him in his

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—(4)—Junior 
eaguers who have been endorsing cold 
cream, cigarettes or other articles— 
for a consideration—will have to look 
for a new method to earn pin money 
for themselves or their pet projects. 

Any use of the Junior league’s name 
for profit was sternly forbidden to- 
night’ by the executive board of the 
National Association with the passage 
of two resolutions ending this type 
of money-making for both individuals 
and leagtes. 

“No member shall use the Junior 
league name commercially for person- 
al benefit,” read the first.

AT RAMSEY TRIAL 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 7.—(4) 
Records were introduced in the fed- 
eral court trial of J. Basil Ramsey 
today showing that the old Tennessee 
Publishing Company, of Nashville, 


showed an operating loss of $127,574 
for the five months preceding June 5, 
1930, the date it borrowed $43,890 
from the failed Holston-Union Nation- 
al bank, of Knoxville. 

Ramsey, former president of the 
bank, is charged with misapplication 
in connection with the loan to the 
publishing company. 

Records of the company were intro-

DOCTORS OF DAYS GONE BY. : 


the same man to cut hair, shave the 
beard, pull teeth,.and “let” the blood. 

Letting the blood was also known 
as “leeching.” and often a doctor was 
ealled a leech, that is, a “healer.” 


"_@. OO See" @. 
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A Barber surgeon at work. 


It was believed that sick persons could 
be made well by cutting the skin so 
that blood would drin out. 

Modern doctors think that was a | 
foolish idea; but it was practiced | 
during many centries. Barber-sur- | 
geons, as they were called, did a great | 


| 
' 


deal of blood letting for their cus- | 
tomers. No doubt they caused far | 
more harm than good. A large loss | 


was a custom to wrap a white band- 
age around the arm of the poor fel- 
low who was a “natient.” 

All surgeons of the Middle Ages, 
whether barbers or not, had reason 
to fear for their life or limb. 
Friends of a man who died after an 
operation were likely to take revenge 
on the doctor. 

In one case, two surgeons refused 
to operate on a nobleman until 30 
of his friends swore that no harm 
would be done to them if the opera- 
tion failed. 

A guide book for doctors, writ- 
ten about the year 1100, gave this 
advice: 

“When called, commend yourself to 
God and the angel who guided To- 
bias. ... Learn as much as you can 
from the messenger so you may as- 
tonish your patient by your knowl- 
edge of the case. 

‘When you arrive, sit down, take 
a drink and speak of the beauty of 
the country and the house.... Next 
feel the patient’s yulse, but remem- 
ber that it may be affected by your 
arrival. or by the patient thinking of 
the cost of your visit. ... Tell the 
patient you will cure him, with God's 
help: but tell. his friends that the 
case is very serious.”

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—(#)—Broaden- 
ing of activity on the part of buyers 
led to a rapid upturn of grain prices 
late today, much more than overcom- 
ing declines witnessed earlier. 


The late switch to the purchase side 
followed indications that all the grain 
pits had become virtually bare of of- 
ferings of future deliveries. There 
were also reports heavy ice was form- 
ing over wheat fields southwest and’ 
threatening to smother crops. 

Wheat reacted somewhat at the last, 
but closed firm, 1-8 to 1 1-4 cent above 
yesterday's finish, May 95 1-2 to 
95 5-8 cents, corn 1-2 to 1 1-4 cents 
up, May 838 3-8 to 83 1-2 cents; oats 
5-8 to 1 cent advanced, and provisions 
showing 10 to 15 cents gain.

CREDIT PIGTUR 
AS HOPE OF 


in Ad- 
dress to Atlanta Group, 
Sees Prosperity Ahead. 


Predicting that marshalling of hu- 
man resources is the only hope for the 
complete success of the New Deal, J. 
Harry Tregoe, of New York, nation- 
ally known credit authority and econ- 
omist, asserted Thursday night that 
prosperity in the United States de- 
pends upon credit. 

He spoke before more than 100 
_Atlantans, as the guest of the Atlan- 
‘ta Association of Credit Men at a | 
dinner at the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

Mr. Tregoe was one of the found- 
ePs of the National Association of 
Credit Men. For three years follow- 
ing his retirement as executive man- 
ager of the organization,’ he was pro- 
fessor of finance at the University 
of Southern California. 

Concerning the business policy of 
the preceding national administration, 
Mr. Tregoe had this to say: 

“Hoover was outstanding as an en- 
gineer; but as an economist, he was a 
good blacksmith.” 

He criticized the wage earners of 
pre-depression days because they 
spent everything and put nothing by. 
They bought what was for sale and 


when the crash came had nothing, he 


declared. 

“When the depression was dawn- 
ing,” he said, “Hoover advised indus- 
trialiats to keep wages high. He 
should have advocated lowering prices 
and increasing production, for without 
production there can be no prosperity. 

“We must keep the costs of produc- 
tion low. and the prices low, and turn- 
over will result,” he asserted. 

He praised certain parts of the New 
Deal program, particularly the elimi- 
nation of child labor and the “sweat 
shops” but said NRA on the. whole 
has failed its purpose, because produc- 
tion wasn’t considered and cause 
fixation of prices tends toward mo- 
nopolies in business.
